REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicants point out that the Hammon reference discloses a process in which a feed of gas streams is automatically stopped by a 
computer system if the distance from the operating point to the nearest explosion limit is below a predetermined value. 
Applicants argue that the invention instead increases or decreases a feed rate of a gas, and then increases or decreases a feed 
rate of another gas in order to safely avoid an explosion. It is further argued that the Ono, Okada or Hammon references do not 
dsiclose this. The examiner stated that it would have been obvious to combine these references to provide a catalytic reaction 
method capable of avoiding an explosion range. The examiner maintains the position that it would be obvious to adjust the 
oxygen feed rate and/or the material to be oxidized in order to avoid an explosive range based on the prior art, and that it is 
clearly delineated in the Final Rejection dated 9/10/10 .
